The heart receives the blood Wo the 
lungs, where it circulates completely be- 
fore it becomes fit for the purpoſes of life. 
From the heart the blood is propelled into 
the aorta or great artery; from thence it is : 


conveyed, by other branches of - arteries, £5. 


and diſtributed through the whole ſyſtem. 
The blood is returned again to the heart by 
a ſet of veſſels, called Veins. The whole 
blood is carried to the right ſide, or auricle 

of the heart, by a great vein, called Vena 
Cava; from the right auricle, it gets into 
what is called the Ventricle or belly of the 
heart; ; from * it is conveyed by an

artery, called Pulmonary, to the lunga 
The blood circulates through the lungs, 
where it is expoſed to the air inſpired by 
breathing; having circulated completely 
through the lungs, it is taken up by a vein, 
called Pulmonary, carried to the left fide 
of the heart, through the left auricle and 
ventricle, from which getting into the aorta, 
it circulates through the whole body. The 
lungs are of a ſpungy texture, conſiſting 
of blood-veſſels and air-veſſels, and the ex- 
tremities of the air-veſſels are ſwelled into 
very ſmall bulbs or globules, which, with 
the veſſels, form the ſubſtance of the lungs, 
and are capable of expanding and contrac- 
ting. The health of the body depends 
much on a free circulation through the 
lungs. The blood cannot circulate freely 
there, unleſs the lungs be fully inflated 
with air, Confined air, and want of ex- 
erciſe, favour a contracted ſtate in the lungs, 
and thus interrupt the circulation through | 
8 _ anc diminiſh the quantity of that 
| perſpiration, | 
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perſpiration, or fine vapour, which is con- 
ſtantly thrown out by the breath in expi- 
ration, the evacuation of which is very eſ- 
ſential to health. The perſpiration by the 
lungs, and by the pores in the ſurface of 
the body, i is ſuppoſed, in point of quantity, 
to be nearly equal to all the other evacua- - 
tions. The interruption in the circulation 
through the lungs, and the diminution or 

obſtruction of perſpiration, occaſioned from 
cold, irregularities, and other cauſes, prove 
the ſource of the moſt fatal diſeaſes, as 
cough, aſthma, ane of blood, ee 
tion, &c. | 

The Abdomen, or belly, i is ſubdivided 3 in- 
to the upper and lower belly. The lower 
belly is called the Pelvis, or baſin. In the 
cavity of the belly are contained, the fto- 
mach and inteſtines, liver, ſpleen, and par- 
ticularly thoſe organs deſigned for digeſt- 
ing and preparing the nouriſhment. 

The ſtomach is the great receptacle of 
the food, and the inteſtines may be conſi- 


dered as its continuation, ſince the canal is 


continued, 
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continued; without any ſtoppage or inter- 
ruption, from the upper part of the throat 
to the fundament. The inteſtines are, how- 
ever, divided into fix portions, called, 1ſt, 
Duodenum; 2dly, Fejunum ; 3dly, Ihum ; © 
Athly, Caecum ; 5thly, Colon ; and, 6thly, 
Rectum, or Strait Gut. The three firſt of 
theſe are {mall guts; the three latter, great 
guts. X; 
The ſtomach prepares and digeſts the . 
food, after which it gets into the alimen- 
tary tube, or ſmall guts, The digeſted maſs 
is further changed by the aſſiſtance of the 
bile, or gall, an acrid ſtimulating fluid con- 
tained in the gall-bladder, and the fluid 
from the pancreas, or ſweet-bread. The 
bile is ſecreted from the liver; and the 
gall- bladder is placed in ſuch a manner, that 
the more the ſtomach is diſtended with 
food, a greater quantity of bile i is lent 1 into 
the ſmall guts. 

The nutritive part of the 1 thus 
prepared and digeſted, forms a white, milky 
fuld, called Chryle, which is taken up by

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a great number of veſſels, opening into the 5 
guts called Lacteals, and conveyed by them 
into the blood. In this manner 2 ſupply 
is furniſhed proportioned to the waſte, con- 
tinually going on by the action of the bo- 
dy; and the common diſcharges. 
The lower part of the belly is called the 
Pelvis. The female Pelvis is an irregu- 
lar cavity, ſurrounded with bone, and co- 
vered with ſoft parts. It is ſituated in ſuch 
a manner, that it connects the upper and 
lower Parts of the body, and makes the 
common center of its motions. In this ca- 
vity are contained, part of the inteſtines, 
the bladder of urine, the organs of genera- 
tion, the nerves and blood veſſels of theſe 
parts, and of the lower extremities, &. 
The Pelvis beſide many other uſes, 
ſerves to defend thoſe parts from external 
injuries ; to ſupport the womb, while it is 


augmented by pregnancy; and to 1228 
paſſage to the child at birth.

In a ſimple obſtruction ari- 
ſing from cold, errors in diet, paſſions of 
the mind, or the like, bathing the feet and 
legs in warm water, or ſitting over its ſteams 
for ſeveral nights before the expected pe- 
riod, taking a gentle vomit, or a laxative, 
is all the treatment which we would ad- 
viſe with a view to reſtore or promote it. 
If theſe fail, the beſt method of recalling 
the diſcharge, is to preſcribe for the ſymp- 
toms with which the ſuppreſſion 1s attend= 
ed. For example, if the men/es be ſuppreſ- 
ſed or obſtructed, and the patient is young, 
floxid in the countenance, diſtreſſed with 
headachs, or pains in different parts of the 
body, hot fits, reſtleſſneſs in the night, and 
other marks of fulneſs, blooding, repeated 
doſes of cooling phyſic, as Glauber ſalts, 
cream of tart. ſoluble tart. and ſpare living, 
will prove the moſt effectual remedies.

The 7 9 in Caſes of Miſcarriage. 

The nianagement muſt be varied accor- 
ding to circumſtances ; nor is it poſſible to 
give more than general directions, where 
ſo great variety of management is often ne- 
ceſſary. Abortion, as has been already ob- 
ſerved, is often preceded by no preſaging 
ſymptom, till the rupture of the mem- 
branes, and the evacuation of the contained 
fluid, or till pains, regularly bearing down, 
announce the approaching expulſion of the 
Foetus, And the connection between the 
| feetus and mother may have been deſtroyed | 
ſome time before any appearance of miſcar- 
riage is obſerved: For inſtance, th6ugh, in 
early geſtation, the woman often miſcarries 
about the eleventh or twelfth week from 
conception, the foetus had, perhaps, loſt its 
life at eight weeks, And again, in advan- 
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ced p pregnancy, when. by ſome accident, the 


child periſhes, perhaps, about the fifth or 
ſixth month, it will ſtill be retained in the 


womb, in ſome inſtances, nearly till full 
time. For theſe reaſons, it is often impoſ- 
ſible, either to prevent miſcarriage when 


ſymptoms appear to threaten it, or. to 


guard againſt fuch accidents in future, 


As women who have once ps are 
very liable to a recurrence from a ſimilar 


cauſe, at the ſame particular period, ſuch 
an accident, in future pregnancies, ſhould, 
therefore, be guarded againſt with the ut- 


moſt care. On the firſt appearance of 


threatening ſymptoms, the woman ſhould 


be confined to bed, and kept quiet till every 15 
alarming ſymptom be removed; her diet 


ſhould be light and cooling; the ſtate of the 
belly ſhould be attended to. When ſhe is 
hot and feveriſh, much fluttered, or pained, 
Aa little blood may be taken from the arm, 
and an opiate occaſionally given at bed- 
time. She ought to be kept very cool and 


quiet; but, excepting ſo far as it depends 
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dn theſe and ſuch like precautions, little 
5 eon is to be e in. the r r treat- 
Manual aid, thin is, affiftance by, the 
midwife's harid, is ſeldom required, or can 
be practiſed with advantage in the firſt five 
-months of pregnancy. 
If the foetus hath been cutallad, and the 
flooding ſhould ſtill continue, it is probably 
kept up by the partial ſeparation and ad- 
heſion of the placenta, In that caſe, if the 
lower part be detached, and can be readily 

reached by paſſing a finger within the 
mouth of the womb, the motion of the 
finger may promote its contraction; the 
Placenta may then be naturally expelled, 
-or the finger may get beyond it, and we 
may be able to bring. it forward. In like 
manner, when the pains are frequent and 

grinding, when the woman floods exceſſive- 
, if the finger can only be admitted with- 
in the orifice of the womb, it may be gen- 
N dilated in the time of A pain, and af- 
«reryrards, if the finger can be made to paſs

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beyond the bag of the ovun, it may be 
looſened, diſengaged, and ſcooped forwards; 
it this method ſhould fail, and the ovam 


can only be reached with the finger, its

what remains will afterwards be caſt off,— 


But the former method is more, eligible, 
" when practicable, . 
This practice applies chiefly- to 1 
from the third to the end of the ſixth 
month; - and it is only excuſable in caſes 


of exceſſive or alarming floodings. Great 


care muſt be taken not to miſtake the pro- 
jecting os uteri for the conception; ſuch 
blunders have been committed, $09 ; the 
conſequences proved fatal.

From the length of the neck of the - 
womb, in early pregnancy, the dilatation of 


its orifice, ſufficient to allow the eſcape 
of the ovum, is often a very tedious and 


bes eee. nenn in ſuch caſes, 
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Heb ſlightly i irritate, and promote the ex- 
pulſion of the conception. f 
Sometimes when the Placenta is long re- 
tained, after the expulſion of the foetus, 
and lies beyond the reach of the finger to 
be extracted, in the manner directed, it will 
ſlough off in putrid pieces, and require a 
| week, ten days, or even longer, before the 
whole ſubſtance be expelled. It is, then, 
attended with an extremely offenſive ſmel- 
led putrid diſcharge from the vagina; 
ſometimes inflammation of the womb it- 
ſelf, ſometimes of the vagina, with morti- 
fication, enſue, and there is. danger of 
putrid fever ſupervening, the event of 
which is generally fatal. An offenſive ſmel- 
led, or putrid diſcharge from the vagina, 
in caſes of abortion, is always to be conſi- 
dered as an alarming ſymptom. It more 
commonly occurs only in fevers, or when 
the woman is in a bad habit of body. To 
prevent diſagreeable conſequences, the parts 
ſhould, be kept clean, by frequently injec- 
ting into the vagina warm water, or de- 
ee 
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. - coQtion of bark, with a ſmall proportion of 

| tincture of myrrh ; and the bark ſhould 

be given in ſubſtance, in large and frequent 
doſes, as the ſtomach will bear it. 

We cannot, in this place, avoid men- 
tioning a circumſtance which ſometimes , 
happens. wes 

In caſes of twins, or triplets, one con- 
ception may be interrupted by the growth 
of another, and the embryo or foetus periſh- 
ing, its ovum may be retained for ſome 
time - afterwards, and then miſcarriage, 
or the expulſion of that ovum, will enſue. 

The remaining conception may, howe- 
ver, be retained, and the woman, under 
proper management, be enabled to carry 
the child till full time. — This ſuggeſts an 
important caution in thoſe caſes where, 
though one conception has been expelled, 
there are ſtill evident ſymptoms of pregnan- 
cy, ſuch as, if, in the early months, ſymp-

When the ment is much Amped 
from miſcarriage, a regimen ſuitably adap- 
ted to the circumſtances of the caſe, aſs's _

ſea-bathing, a courſe of mineral waters, the 
uſe of the bark, and a variety of manage- 
ment, to be regulated according to the ſi- 
tuation of the woman, by the uſual prac- 
titioner, will be neceſſary 


In order to wood. miſcarriages, we ſhall 
next ſubjoin ſome RuLERS and CAUTIONS 


for the conduct of pregnant women. 


Women, when pregnant, ſhould live a 
regular and temperate life, carefully avoid- 
ing whatever is obſerved to diſagree with 
the ſtomach ; they ſhould breathe a free 


open air; their company ſhould be agree- 


able and chearful ; their exerciſe ſhould'be 
moderate, and adapted to their particular 
ſituation ; they ſhould, eſpecially in the 
early months, when the connection be- 
tween

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tween the um and womb is feeble, avoid 
crowds, confinement, every ſituation which 
_ renders them under any diſagreeable reſtric- 
tion; agitation of body, from violent or 
improper exerciſe, as jolting in a carriage, 
riding on horſeback, dancing, and whatever 

diſturbs either the body or mind. 3 
Attention to DREss is not leſs neceſury, 
though much neglected. Nothing is more 
injurious than the very common, but ex- 
tre mely hazardous cuſtom of confinng the 
breaſts, and ſwathing the belly.
